Tho ste.iinor Princess Louise, under the 
skilful guidance of Captain John Irving, 
glided gracefully up to tho C. P. N. Co.'s 
d ck'yesternoon at 2 o'clock, having (ui 
board the officers and niferi of < ''•G" bat- 
tery; and the excursion party • which 
sailed fnun Victoria on the evening of tliu 
lull iii.sl.

A iiiiiiierous eoinpany assembled on the 
wharf to greet the arrivals as soon us the 
gang plank was run out, the work of ciui- 
voyiiig the tiupplies and imttit of the bat- 
tery to the wharf was begun, and this was 
done ill a systematic manner. Friends 
of tlie oltieers, men, and excursionists 
gave them a hearty welcome home. With 
the exoeption of a ftfw 'meii, all have ru- 
1 11 rued in tho best of health, bronzed by 
their exposure, with uniforms dimmed by 
the service of 1 be camp. The brown duck 
suits are almost worn to ragi on account 
uf the rough usage. The outfit landed, 
tho men were drawn up in line on the 
wharf, and tho roll-call aiiswered. Every- 
l liiiig in roadiiicsB the battery formed in 
ciiluiiiii, and thoyniilrbhed'tiii the barracks 
with a soldierly bearing- tKitt could not 
otherwise than bring down upon them the 
enconiums of all. 

Lieut. -Col. Holmes stated that he was 
highly pleased with the conduct of the 
men of the battery during the stay on the 
Skeeiiu. They behaved themselves well 
n every respect, worked hard and gen- 
ii'ally dejiorted themselves as thor- 
oughly di.seiplined soldiers should do. 
NVith Major Peters and other officers of 
his battery Col. Holmes expressed himself 
as having thoroughly enjoyed the expedi- 
tion, though it was without the excite- 
ment of exchanging a shot. They also, 
with their men, gave expression to the 
opinion that Capt. Irving could not have 
been more considerate for their comfort 
and pleasure during the home trip. 

From one of tho oUicers the following 
account of life in camp was secured : 
After the Caroline left, ofticers and men 
set to work with.a w.iU to clear the ground 
m which camp, .had; been pitched, and 
this work of improveinent was continued 
each day untilv'the'''day'of departure on 
the Princess liouise; so tlia't'an acre uf 
ground had been well cleared of trees, 
undergrowth, and stumps. Lug houses 
were built until towards the close of camp 
life there wore more log houses than 
tents. The walls consisted of rough logs, 
the roofs, some of canvas, others of rub- 
ber, and still others of pules and brush. 
The chinks were filled witli moss, and the 
latter also made a velvety' covering foc.the, 
floor. The hoti^M' were 'xiimt oamfoc^ble' 
during tlie fine weather. • 

At six in the morning the reveille was 
sounded and the men put in an hour of 
work before breakfast, and after the latter 
meal the task of clearing was again re- 
sumed and continued until 2.30. At 9.30 
a picket consisting uf ,aii officer and two 
men were!deteUea,<to^^ 
returned 'to camp at sunset.' This was 
done in order that the men should not 
loiter around the canneries. No one was 
permitted to visit Essiugton without a 
permit. 

In the early part of tho camp we were 
visited by Judge Wootton, Rev. Mr. 
Brown, Rev. Mn 'Hopikius; and Dr-'Had- 
don, wliu spent a short time with us. 

The Indians employed at the canneries 
visited the camp in large numbers, and 
were very curious about everything. 
VVhen th© cmineries sliut down 
packipg, the Indian family, witli their 
canoe load of go()d», would paddle up 
the river to the camp 'and take a good 
look at the novel sight before starting up 
tho river for home. They were evidently 
much impressed with what they saw, and 
no doubt a good mural otfect will result.

ill which several of tho otiicers wore quite 
successful. Major Peters in particular, he 
bringing down six . imoue day'S: hunt. 
Fishing was also indulged , in, . and good 
sport secured. 

The camp was in a "voiy/- pleasant place, 
though the country round about was ex- 
tremely rough. On either side of the 
llocstaa were ranges of mountains from 
three to four thousand feet in 
height. Waterfalls could be seen at 
short distances dashing down the 
mountain sides to join tho waters below. 
These generally flowed from a mountain 
lake. About ten miles up the river from 
camp ia a narrow oiitranco to a stream 
running from the mountains. After pass- 
ing the entrance, which is not discernible 
until you are almost in it, tho stream 
widens out considorably. Half a mile 
more a fall of water about four or five 
feet in heicrht, and about twenty-five feet 
in width, is reached. The water is a deep 
green and of dense body. Above this fall 
the stream opens out into a pool about 
half a mile in width and filled with de- 
licious mountain trout. One-quartor of a 
luilo above the hiwor fall is another, one 
hundred and fifty feet in height and dash- 
ing down a steep incline of rock. From 
top to bottom it was one mass of foam. 
Tho scene was a lovely one, by far the 
most entrancing that we mot during our 
stay. Climbing up to a point above the 
falls, we found un Indian canoe cached in 
the brush. Tho stream a short distance 
above the fall flows on quietly,and Indian.* 
state that it can be traversed in 
canoe for about twenty or thirty miles. 
We launched the canoe and paddled up 
about a quarter of a mile. Our party that 
day consisted of Judge Wootton, Dr. 
Huddon, Lieut. Oaudot, Dr. Duncan, and 
a newspaper correspondent, representing 
the Montreal inflict.'*. A few days after- 
wards a large party visited the falls <in the 
little ateaiiidr Evangeline, including 
Col. Holmes, Major Peters, Col. Prior 
and other uSioers of the battery and resi 
dents of Essingtcjn, 

In one of our hunting trips for moun- 
tain goat, we climlied to the top of tho 
tallest mountain in our neighborhood. It 
was fully four thousand feet in height, 
and from the side which ascended ap 
peared to have a sugaWloaf ''summit: We 
discovered the fact that the mountain ap- 
peared to have split tn two, for there was 
nothing but a perpendicular wall of rock 
for a thousand feet un tho opposite side. 
In the valley below was a fake with a 
river emptying it. The scene from 
tho summit of this peak was 
one of indescribable • grandeur. To

East, west and south, the mountain tojis 
were arrayed before us as in a picture, 
and it was a.s though we bad mounted the 
tallest spire and gazeil over the housetops 
of a great city. In (mr first day's climb 
towards the top we had passed through 
tho fog, and out into the bright sunlight, 
which reigned supreme above the well- 
defined banks of snowy white below. Un- 
fortunately for ourselves, wo had forgotten 
lunch, and from earlj' morning till after- 
noon we had nothing to eat. The sun was 
fiercely hot, though we were walking in 
.snow. A ptarmigan flew near us, and a 
shot from a revolver ended his career, 
and ho furnished cooked, an appatixiiig 
meal, with lime juice and shaw.iwator for 
drink. We caught sight on the suinmit of 
a peak about five hundred yards from us 
a venerable goat, with long-tlowing be.ird 
and general patriaichal appearance. Ho 
ovidently scented danger, though he 
could not see us. Ho wan distinctly out- 
lined, and though he several times started 
down the hill, be n'turned each time and 
Ihially turned round and passed down the 
other side. Wo followed but missed him. 
However, we got several animals; before 
i-eturniiig to camp. 

The men of tlte battery'ou ■several occa- 
sions were instructed in •■

liy Major Peters, who has had experience 
in that line in the Northwest rebellion. 
'I'lijy wore sent out in skiriiiisliing order, 
and directed how best to conduct them- 
selves when tiring in the woods Trees 
were blazed four or five inches in width 
and a foot in length, and coinpotitioiis in 
firing hidulged in. in this way much 
knotvledgo of what is necessary in cuping 
with Indians was imparted. Rifle matches 
1) itweoii tho battery divisions and between 
tho otiicers and sergeants were also held. 

During the last week of camp, life was 
exceedingly monotonous. We were anxi- 
I'usly awaiting the arrival if the Cariboo 
Fly, as we understood she was to carry 
us back. iOay;aft^r "day we' wore disap 
pointed. The last four days there was a 
liuavy downpour of rain, the first we had 
experienced. Tents and houses became 
almost uninhabitable, for the

soaking bedding and clothes until life was 
unbearable. The cook had placed his 
department on a broad flat rock on the 
side of the hill, and this he could sweep 
down evor day. It was an admirable 
place in fine weather, but when cooking 
had to be carried on in the open air in a 
steady fall of rain it is devoid of one ray 
of satisfaction. 

The Princess Louise arrived on Satur- 
day evening at Bssington and a contract 
was entered into by Colonel Prior, who 
was deputed to wait on Capt. Irving, for 
the purpose. Sunday morning, on ac- 
count of the frightful rain, everybody 
kept under cover, and the": usual ■ church 
service, conducted by the co'mhiiindant, 
was dispensed with, the difficult task of 
keeping dry being the sole work. On 
Monday morning it was still raining and 
at eight o'clock the steamer had arrived 
up the Hocstaa within one hundred yards 
of camp. Breaking up camp instantly 
cominonced, and in throe hours every- 
thing had been safely conveyed aboard 
th^^steanter, Thi^-^ aocompHahed, we 
(itciamed .toVEBsingt&n,^ td'ok the'^ ainrnuni- 
tion aboard andrdeft fbr^ -Victoria. < Once 
on'bciard the Btoamer oiir troubles i were at

Wiseman up the Nile, toetl'ec'ta junction 
with the white Pasha and co-operate with 
him for the release of tho European |.ris- 
onera at Kharlidum, have succeeded in 
[irevailiiig upon the K'liedive to iviLlidiaw 
his pi'onnses of support to Wiseman and 
to despatch an Kgyplian force from Wady 
Haifa to Omdurman, so as to pri'serve Ihe 
Kliedivo'ii suzerainty in the .Soudan from 
the possible encroachments of foreign 
[lowers. The. Khtidive is,, advised .that 
such force woiild liieet with more allies 
than enoinies, as Kiialif'is' influence is 
wailing, and that the present luoiiu'iit is 
favorable for tlieadoption of an aclivi^ pol- 
icy in the Soudan. A dusi.;it,ch from Zan- 
zibar, announcing thattlieOeriiian-African 
Co. had assumed the adniinistratum uf 
the Zanzibar coast line, ittclicjites tliat'

necessary for carrying on their nefarious 
business, and if it were not for this assist- 
ance, communication with Emin Bey and 
Stanley would long since have been estab- 
lished. All the horrible atrocities per- 
petrated during the past three years in 
connection with the slave trades in Africa 
can be justly laid at the door of the Sul- 
tan of Zanzibar, owing to the covert aid 
ho has gi\ en the slave traders in the hopo 
that the latter would exterminate every 
European in the country in retaliation for 
the act of Germany and England in re- 
stricting the zone of his government. The 
act of the German court, therefore, if not 
in strict accordance with international 
law Wasundoubtedlyjustifiable in tho cause 
of humanity. The German papers in 
commenting on the Zanzibar affair and 
the latest reports concerning the White 
Pasha, state that the world must be pre- 
pared to hoar in a very short time i.f siuno 
of the most remarkable events that havo 
ever taken place in Africa.

Wady Haifa to co-operate 
with the white pasha in his advance on 
Khartoum. If such an expedition were 
successful, Germany would reap a consid- 
erable part of the reward, as a great im- 
petus would be given to German trade in 
Africa. Correspondents of Saukem con- 
tinue to assert that there can be no doubt 
as to. the presence of the white pasha in 
IBahr'el Ghazol during the past few days.

THE PRESIDBATIAL OUTLOOK. 



The curreiit number of the New York 

Epoch has two interesting urticlus on the 
))residential outlook. Cionoral Horace 
I'ortor views tlio aitiiulion fruiii the Ue 
liublicvn staiKliMiint, while Mi'. Frederic 
Jl. Uoudort, looks at it through tho Doiii 
(icratic glusaos. Eacli of these writer 
thinks the chances uf his party candidate 
are excellent, and both of them give , the 
veasuns for the faith that is in them. Gen, 
Porter. thinks' that this year men are'tak 
iiig a moire calm and 'diBp«ssi6hate view of 
politics than ever before, and counts this 
as in favor of the Repiiblican party and ifs 
platform of protection. He urges that 
protective [luliuy has been of great benetit 
to the iiia.sses by shuttintj out foreign com 
petition, ttiviiig large oniployment to 
workers, iiiid ub the uaiiie tiinu cheapening 
tlie cost of living t<j the coiisiiiiier. H 
cluirgos that the Doniuoi-atic party haV' 
greatly receded from their proniiaes in 
the matter of civil service reform, inucli 
to the duapppintmeut of their auppurters 
that President Cleveland's foreign polic^y 
has been timid and weak, and that ho has 
been civorreached by the trained diplomat 
lata of England; that the character of Uar 
rison contrasts most favorably with that 
of Cleveliiiid, the Litter having never lift 
ed his voice uijuiust slavery in the past 
and li-iviiig shirked his duty in tho war by 
providing a substitute while .Harrison 
served and won diatinction in the field 
tlut the cry against ^Uie ^ party 
' oti'ac'cbu'ut of corruption and extravagance 
which was effective four .years -ago has 
since been disproved, and 'iinally'that the 
Republicans will hold their own in the 
recognized Republican states and 
also carry Indiana, Connecticut, New 
■loiaey and the Pacitie Stfites 
l\Ir, Coiulort, on tiie other hand, finds "a 
concurrerico of faiorable syiiiptoins" on 
tiio Uenioeiiitic aide. These, in brief, are 
that the p.irty is in power, anil it is much 
easier to hold a strong position than to 
storm it; that -tho grave charges made 
against the Demourutie party befori 
came into power, and then believed by 
many, have been disproved; for instance, 
the C|onfederate.(ie^t,^a paid, 
nor Coiifedenite ' soldiers pensioned, nor 
the slaveluilders indemniAed, and there is 
no more prospect of a new rebellion in the 
iSouth thiui wlieii (iraut ruled or Artliur 
was President. Mr. Coudort finds further 
.strengtii and good i)rospects for his party 
in tile high idiiiiacter, successful adiniuiH 
tratiou and personal pojjularity of Frcsi 
dent Cleveland. He thinks that the pro 
jiosal of tariff reform will commend itself 
to the electors. "The Republicans," hu 
says, '^»re on record ai^ favoring tarift" re- 
form; the Democrats are "seeking to 
accomplish what the fdrmet failed to 
tlo."' On the 'Other hand' he 'beliovoH 
that the " free whiskey plaiilc" must 
opei-ate ag.iinst the Ropiiblican candidate, 
.•iiid exciiiiuis, "The party of Lincoln and 
Seward, Suiiiiiur and CliaHo, advocating 
free wiiiakuy and dear blankets !" More- 
over this writi^r alleges tiiat "the morale 
of the eaiupaign is now all with tlio Ueiiio- 
cratie jiarty, " not only because of the 
stand taken by the Republicatm on this 
<luestioii, but because of tho distinctively 
lower tone which has to be^' introduced in 
its discussions. Those whio- have left tln^ 
Republicans becaiise of the whiskey plank, 
Mr. Coudort says are sneered at as "Sun- 
day school teachers," but when an old- 
fashioned Republican like Mr. Bartlett, 
in opening tho convention, "remembering 
t iu! great days of Ilia party, alluded sor- 
ioiiaiy to the Bilile, ho was received with 
shouts of laugliter tliat almost took the 
roof off tbu l)uil(liiig ill which the coiivun- I 
tion was held." In conclusion Mr. ! 
Couderb thinks the prohibitionists cannot 
attach themselves' to the Republicans, 
while as for the labor vole its nHtural 
atHnity is with tlje Domooratic party. 
"That party," he avers, ''has always been 
its friend, and had no tendency toward 
contraliwition and aristocratic diacrimina- 
f ioti, or to unfriendliness toward the 
foroign-horn citizen. When tlie laborer 
iiiiderstaiKls that the reduction of the 
lariir is cliiully for his liunetit, after all, 
and must result in giving hiin and his 
children choajinr food, cheaper lodgings, 
and cheaper clotheH, ha will naturally side 
with tho party that' advocates such iidvan- 
ttiges. " But will the laborer understaiid 
this ? NVo must confess that »fter reading 
the gruiuids of confidence which ' these 
writers put forward on their respective 
sides, the. cj)ft)ic,eB,j <>f j thgj cojij^endi||j(.

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DEATH OF SIR JOHN BOSE. 



Tlie sadden and startling news comes t:o 
us by cable that Hit John Rose, Bart., 
,G. 0. M. G., M. A., formerly Financo 
Minister of Canada, fell dead as lie was 
about to fire at a stag in Caithness, in the 
north of Scotland. Sir John was born in 
Aberdeenshire, and emigrated to Canada 
in 183G. On the outbreak of the rebel 
lion in 1837 hu took an active part 
as a volunteer, in its suppression — first 
in the Frontier Regiment at Huntingdon, 
and, during the setond year, in the Mon- 
treal Rifles. He was. Assistant R^cordei' 
of the Court Martial estnblishod for ' the 
trial of ofTonces occurring during tho in 
surrection. Ho was called to tho Uar of 
Lower Canada in 18-12, rising to tho posi- 
tion of (.Jueen's Ccjuusel iu 1847. Iu lSf>7 
ho took othce aa .'jidicitor-Oenural, and 
entered Parliament for the city of Mon- 
treal at the general election occurring that 
year. He became;;. Receiver-General for 
Canada iu 1868, and IMiuister of Public 
Works in 1869, and iii tiiab capacity Iwd 
charge of tho urrangeinbnts dtariiig the 
visit of his Roj'ul Highness the Prince of 
Wales to Canada, and in tlie followinj. 
year those for H.R. H. the Duke of Edin 
burgh. He continued to rejireautit the 
city of Montreal in P;ulianient until J8(i7, 
when, at tlie general election for the 
lirat parliament under tlie Federation 
Act, ho selected the county of llunting- 
don, for which he was twice returned. 
He was chosen by, the Protestant Educa- 
tional interests of Lower Cmiada ito pro- 
ceed to England as their delegate during 
the sitting' of tho Canadian Conference iii 
London, which reaultcd in the Federation 
Act of 181)7. Ho became li'iuanco Min- 
iater and a iiiuiiiiier of the (Jiueen's Privy 
(.'ouiici! for C-iiiada in 18(i7. During his 
mcmberalii]) lie passed luoamires for the 
.■Ujolitiou <jf the I'sury Laws in Canada; 
took an active [lart In promoting bills for 
tho organi^iation of the militia ami defen- 
sive force of tho Dominion, also measures 
for the organizatipif of .the. various deptirt- 
nients of the. Civil, Service ;.an'd many 
fiscal measui-es' aflecting the shipping and 
commercial'intereats 'aiid the iweiVues of 
the Dominion. In 18(i7 he was charged 
by the Goveriior-CJeneial of Canada, on 
behalf of Her Majest.j 's ( !oveinmunt, to 
make .a confidential e^:lminatioll into the 
alleged gri(:vanoes (jf the Province of 
Nova Scotia. lie was selected by the 
Dominion (Jovornnient in 180!) to proceed 
to Washington to confer with the Govern- 
ment of the United States on the subject 
of Reciprocal Trade ; the questions of 
the Fisheries, Copyright and Patent laws: 
the imvigatioii of „the St. :Lawreuce, and 
the extradition of criminals. In 1804 he 
was named Commissioner of the Imperial 
Government under the Convention with 
the United StiUes of July, 18t;;!, for the 
settleineiit of claims arising out of the 
Oregon Treaty of 184(5, the duties of 
which Coinniissioii were not completed 
until 18U1). He resigned ollice the follow- 
ing year and removed to England, where 
he became a partner in the London bank- 
ing Hrni of Morton, Rose <& Cu., and for 
some years was recognized as. (Canada's 
uiiollicial represenljative in' England. In 
consideration of his public 'services he was 
created K.C.M.O. in 1870. The rela- 
tions between Great Britain and the 
United States having become much 
strained, from many causes, arising out 
of the Civil War in the latter country, he 
was requested in 1S70 by Her JVIajesty's 
Government to proceed on a confidential 
mission to Washington,, with the view of 
ascertaining whether aoine basis'could not 
be arrived jat,. fi;r the/ friendly. fettleipent 
of their differences...i(rhose' confidential 
negotiations were' 'embodied iii an infor- 
mal Convention, whicli ' resulted iu the 
Treaty of WaahiiiL'ton, and .ultimately, in 
the complete elt'aceiuent of all causes of 
dispute between the two countries. In 
recognition of bis services in these nego- 
tiations he was made ,i Baronet, and re- 
ceived the thanks of Her Majesty's (iov- 
ennnoiit. Since his residence in England 
he has been a member of various Uoynl 
Oonimiasions, ..including ,tho. Copyright 
CummiiBion:, ,of .1875 ; ' tlie ijExtradition 
Coniinission of 1876; the COnlhiisaion for 
the; Paris? Ekhibittoa ' in ' 18^8,; and the 
Australian ^xtiibitioh' iii 1^79; "the Fish- 
eries Exhibiti(jn in 1883; and the Health 
E.xliibitioii of 1884; and wa.s Chairman of 
the l''iiiaiK;e Ooiiiiiiittee of the Colonial 
and Indian E.'cbibitioii of 1880. He was 
ippointed by U.K. H. the rriiicoof Wales 
a Trustee of llie Uny.al College of Music; 
md bocauii! a iiieiiil)er of t he t'ouiicil nf 
the Duchy of Cornwall and its Kei.eiver- 
ieneral in 188;!. He was created a 
Grand Cross of , the < Order of St. Michael 
and St. George in 1878. For the last ten 
years he has' Usp'/.takei^ aii t^ictiye pai^t in 
London affairs in connection,, with various 
financial and other institutions' He was 
a Director of the London atl'd Wos'tniin- 
stor Bunk; of the goyal E.xchange Assur- 
ance Corpcnvition ; was Dojiuty-t inveriior 
of tho Hudsi n'a Hay Company, and Uliair- 
inan of the .South ..Xiisti'alian Coiiipaiiy. 
His demise will be gre.atly ri;gieUed by 
all sections anil eieeds in the Uoiiiiiiion, 
to whose interests ho always devoted him- 
self in such u inaniier' as to earn for him 
the lasting esteem ofc all Canadians. In 
his death our young country loses a tried, 
true and trusty friend. 



inay well boast, tun.. It came ubout, how- 
ever^ that the Le^ature set itself to con- 
sidei- how'-'this RlqriouieducationaJ system 
could,be' maintained, and the constantly 
growing wants of tho now settlomonts 
lUL't, without further increuaing the bur 
don upon the public revenue. The prob- 
lem was not an easy one to solve. In tho 
older provinces the direct charge upon 
tho public revonueforeducation constitutes 
but a small part of the coat of it, the larger 
portion being derived from county and 
municipal taxes. But tho oxceiitional 
conditions presented in this province 
rendered a resort to such methods 
iiupraoticable. It was unc^er those cir- 
cumstances, and wjth an earnest desire to 
maintain the freedgm and efficiency of tho 
lu-esent system intaotj that the Legisla- 
ture hit upon the expedient of easing the 
pressure u]ion tho public rovonue by plac- 
ing upon tho four wealthiest comuiunities 
enjoying tho luxury of free high sohoids 
a small portion of the burden. Those 
communities were asked to contribute 
one-third of tho salaries of teachen with- 
in their respective bounds, in order that 
the .state might. bOj aUe', to continue to 
follow 'settlement' ', with ,, a i free common 
school eduoition, without further increas- 
ing or materially indreasin? the al- 
ready heavy charge upon the i)ub- 
lic revenue ; for it was conceded on 
all hands that the time had arrived 
when a halt must \>o called. 
It should bo noted that this allotment was 
made upon the four cities not ahnie lie- 
cause they wore best able to bear 'it, but 
also, and ■ chiefly, bedauso they enjoyed 
free high school educatioii at the expense 
of the taxpayers of the whole Province. 
The first thought was to cast the burden 
of tlieao high schools upon the cities; but 
two objecti(ui.s wore raised to that course. 
To do that wduld have been to mutilate 
the system, and tho measure of relief 
would have been inadcijuate. It was, 
therefore, dceuiod best to adopt a plan 
which, while it left our free school system 
unimpaired, would be capable of extension 
as other communities becamo capable of 
sharing the burden. It isnotiiecessary for 
our ])rosont purpose to '^ctls's the : ques- 
tion,j,as„to. iWhe.ther.i .the , plan adopted 
was the wisest : and best that could have 
been devised. It is sutMciont to know 
that the Legislature thought so. It is al- 
ready known that the Mayor and Council 
of this city have deliberately determined 
to set themselves against the act of the 
Legislaturo- that they propijso to tlieiii- 
selvea to tako the position of resisting the 
law and setting the Legislature at open 
deflance. It is also known to some that 
tho I'imes newspaper supports and ap- 
plauds the action of the Mayor and .Coun- 
cil in .this. particular;, and, in .doing -.so, it 
is zealously 'eni^ged •in'' atl»mp6in^ t6 
create prejudice in the public mind against 
the impost. In tho prosecution of the 
patriotic task it has set itself, our conlom- 
porarydoes not hesitate to misstate figures 
and misrepresent facts. It places the 
atnouiit assessed uiioii Victoria at six

Witb tliu .Vlaiiy l>eli(;btfl of the Trip, 

The excursion [larty who loturned on 
the Louise yesterday afterHoon express 
theinaelvfis, without exception, aa delight- 
ed 111 tlio highest degree with the pleasure 
luid interest of the trip. The steamer 
reached Nanainio on Saturday morning, 
where several passengers were taken 
aboard, and coaled at Departure 
Bay.

Tho next point 
arrived at was .Skidegate, at which point 
they anchored on Tuesday morning. In 
crossing Hecate straits iiunierous whales 
were seen, aoiiio of which came up within 
a hundred j'ards of the vessel. Several of 
the passcugors aiiiiised tlieiiiselveH by 
shooting at the leviathans, but did not 
succeed in bagging iuiy game. r 

A'r SKIDKOATK 

a stay • was; made during tho day, and 
the party divideil up, some visiting the 
village, some tho oil works, some 
went tisliiiig, while.ti few o.E - the gentle- 
men made a trip to the Anthracite mine, 
which is thirteen niile.s from Skidcgate 
one mile inljind. Among the latter was 
I'rof. Parkinson, who made an examina- 
tion of the jiropurty, and gave an opinion 
favorable to its successful working. The 
road built was in fair order, but the chief 
work so jfar has been on this and on the 
bunk-ers'?' The level has been run in 600 
feet, tajjpiug the 8A foot seam, which had 
pinclieil out somewhat at the end of the 
tiiniiol. About 100 tons of coal were on 
tho duiiii), and of this several .sacks were 
taken to tiie steamer. It is understood 
that Rand Bros., of A'^ancouver, have 
bonded this mine. 

Skidegate was sailed from at G p. m. 
for Massett. During the night a heavy 
gale cainu ii[i, and an anchorage VTivs made 
under the lee of Jloao Spit [three suc- 
cumbed.

The salo 
was consummated iu the evening, and ho 
was very much astonished .uid disgusted 
in the morning on looking at his treasures, 
to find that he had bought common peb- 
bles. The totem poles at Massett wore 
inspected; these are of various design, 
carved in wood by tin; natives, 
some of tlio tallest ruaciiiiig a height 
of sixty feet. Curios in wood, 
slate and str.iw work were piirclmsed 
here. Massett is a delightful spot, and 
being the chief village of the Hydalis, is a 
place of peculiar interest. All the party 
were delighted and regretted that their 
st ly was so abort. 

Iipaving Massett on the following moni- 
iiig (Thursday) tht^ steaini-'r piMCi i ded to 
Port Simpson, which was le.ielied in the 
evening. The intereatiiig ])oints, includ- 
ing the mission houses, .school, cliiircli, 
lire hall, cemetery, etc., were duly visit- 
ed. Mr. Mall, H. B. Co.'s agent, and 
Mrs: Oririsby, wife 5f' the iiilEisionar}', did 
all in their power to entertain the visitors. 
Leaving Port Siiiip.ioii at d;iy lireak, a run 
was made to Niias river, cdliiig at .\. ,1. 
McLelliin's cannery. W hile tin; steamer 
was loading aaliiii>ii the tourists "took in" 
the vicinity.

The next objective point vyas Port 
Esaiiigtoii, Skeena river, which was reach- 
ed on Saturday evening in a downpour of 
rain.
